This  report  Is  separated  into  two  parts  -  Fire  Department  and 
Rescue  Squad. 

Fire  Department 

In  1 986  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  99  calls  as  shovm 
on  the  accompanying  graph.   This  is  down  from  146  calls  in  1985. 
We  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  twonspeople  for  helping  us  reduce 
the  number  of  calls.   We  would  also  point  out  that  our  worst 
month  was  March  In  which  the  number  of  calls  was  22,  mostly 
brush  fire  calls.   Please  help  us  reduce  the  number  of  brush 
fire  calls  by  contacting  the  Fire  Department  for  any  outdoor 
burning  permits.   We  regretfully  have  to  report  that  we  had  two 
major  Incidents  during  1986.   One  was  the  loss  of  United  Machine 
in  West  Brentwood,  and  the  other  was  a  gasoline  tanker  accident 
on  Route  101.   Both  of  these  incidents  required  mutual  aid  from 
many  towns  and  involved  numerous  manhours. 

The  new  fire  truck,  approved  at  last  year's  Town  Meeting, 
will  be  here  by  this  year  s  meeting. 

As  in  the  past,  we  would  like  to  express  our  gratitude  to 
the  Rockingham  County  Sheriff's  Dispatch  Center  for  the  excel- 
lent job  it  has  done  dispatching  our  fire  and  rescue  units.

Volunteer  Rescue  Spuad 

The  Rescue  Squad  completed  another  successful  year  in  1986 
despite  some  serious  turnovers  in  the  number  of  members.   The 
fast  pace  of  life  in  the  80' s  has  made  time  for  extra  activities 
a  premium,  especially  something  as  involved  as  the  Rescue  Squad 
which  requires  milte  extensive  training.   We  began  the  year  with 
our  numbers  down,  grew  to  a  comfortable  number  by  mid  year,  and 
as  the  year  ended  have  found  ourselves  short  again. 

We  responded  to  108  calls  .during  the  year  and  as  in  any 
other  year  the  calls  were  made  up  of  all  levels  of  emergencies. 
There  were  no  major  problems  with  the  ambulance  or  any  other 
equipment.   We  replaced  what  was  used  and  added  a  couple  of 
items  the  most  significant  being  s  new  stretcher  to  replace  the 
existing  one  whihc  is  15  to  20  years  old  and  will  be  used  as  a 
spare. 

Keeping  with  the  times,  we  have  purchased  a  Life  Pack  200 
portable  defibrillator.   This  is  an  advanced  life  support  de- 
vice and  will  be  used  in  conjunction  with  an  agreement  devel- 
oped by  the  State  EMS  and  the  local  hospitals.   We  will  be 
working  with  the  Exeter  Hospital  who  will  provide  training  and 
support  for  the  program.   Training  will  be  complete  and  the 
unit  will  be  in  service  by  March. 

There  la  always  a  need  for  new  members  on  the  Rescue  Snuad. 
Anyone  «ho  has  questions  about  what  we  do  and  what  it  takes  to 
become  p«rt  of  the  group,  don't  hesitate  to  contact  any  member 
of  the  Snuad.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BRENTWOOD  FACILITIES  AND  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 

Many  meeting  and  numerous  specialty  group  reports  were  made 
during  our  deliberations.   The  following  is  a  copy  of  our  final 
report  to  the  Brentwood  School  Board  in  early  December,  1986, 

BRENTWOOD  FACILITIES  AND  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 

The  following  is  the  final  recommendation  from  the  committee  to 
the  Brentwood  School  Board.   It  is  a  brief  synopsis  of  the 
extensive  research  and  discussions  which  the  committee  has  been 
involved  with  over  the  past  few  months.   We  have  itemized  each 
of  the  areas  of  concern  and  our  cost  estimates  and  they  ere  as 
follows: 

1.  Replacement  of  all  of  the  windows  in  the  original  section 
of  the  school.   Estimate:  $41,000. 

2.  Incorporation  of  a  fire  alarm  sprinkler  system  in  the 
necessary  areas  of  the  school.   Estimate:   $1,800. 

3.  Replacement  of  ceiling  tiles,  new  lighting,  and  addition  of 
insulation  in  the  original  section  of  building. 

Estimate:   $41,000. 

4.  Employment  of  *  licensed  architect  to  research,  analyze, 
and  develop  a  design  plan  for  maximizing  the  existing  space  and 
future  expansion  of  the  school.   Estimate:   $5,000. 

The  committee  has  had  interesting  and  lively  debate  on  all  of 
the  above  areas  of  concern  as  well  as  a  number  of  other  related 
topics.   Members  of  the  committee  will  be  present  at  the 
Wednesday,  12/3/86  School  Board  Meeting  to  answer  any  questions 
which  you  may  have. 

At  this  point  it  is  our  opinion  that  we  have  met  our  designated 
charge.   If  the  Board  would  like  this  group  to  go  further  in 
any  of  the  above  areas,  we  would  appreciate  some  guidance. 
Further,  we  suggest  that  should  there  be  the  potential  of 
enlarging  the  present  facility  that  another,  smaller  committee 
be  formed  to  explore  and  facilitate  this  action.

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REPORT  TO  THE  MEMBER  TOWNS 

from 
The  Southeastern  Rockingham  County  Sanitary /Solid  Waste  Management  District 

The  past  year  ha6  been  a  very  busy  year  for  the  district.  It  started  off  with 
the  hiring  of  both  engineering  and  planning  consultants  In  May  which  allowed 
us  to  start  the  process  of  developing  the  plan.  Simultaneously  we  negotiated 
with  the  state  for  a  compliance  schedule  which  was  agreed  upon  in  July.  The 
initial  Schedule  called  for  submission  to  Town  Meetings  in  March  of  '87  and 
submission  to  the  Solid  Waste  Board  by  June.  We  also  had  to  purchase  the  non- 
compliance to  two  towns  with  the  Board.  One  of  these  two  situations  has  been 
resolved  the  other  has  been  turned  over  to  the  Attorney  General's  Office  to 
obtain  COMPLIANCE. 

Over  the  suaner  and  into  the  fall  the  district  held  meetings  where  the  different 
facets  of  developing  the  plan  were  presented  by  our  consultants  and  discussed 
by  district  members.  Throughout  this  process,  data  was  gathered  and  assimilated; 
options  were  discussed  and  narrowed  down  and  the  framework  of  a  plan  was 
created.  Guest  speakers  on  special  topics  also  presented  varying  viewpoints 
to  the  members. 

Members  of  the  Executive  Board  began  meetings  in  July  with  two  other  Districts 
on  areas  of  common  interest.  Out  of  these  meetings  and  with  input  from  our 
district  meetings  the  framework  for  the  new  consolidated  district  was  created. 
An  initial  meeting  with  the  state  was  held  in  November  to  discuss  consolidation 
and  votes  were  taken  by  the  three  districts  to  merge.  This  was  presented  to 
the  Solid  Waste  Board  in  December  and  the  new  district  was  formed  and  finalized 
in  January  '87. 

A  new  district  is  simultaneously  being  formed  to  further  explore  and  implement 
long  range  solutions.  This  group  will  negotiate,  select,  and  sign  contracts 
with  potential  vendors  and  other  parties.  The  formation  of  this  district  will 
require  two  town  meeting  votes  (the  first  being  3/87).  Not  all  towns  in  the 
U9-M  district  will  be  part  of  the  53-B  district.

The  Brentwood  School  District  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Brentwood  Fire  Hall 
on  March  6,  1986.   Moderator,  Bill  Vahey  opened  the  meeting  promptly  at 
7:30  p.m. 

Mr.  Vahey  read  the  warrant. 

Article  1:   Sid  Gove  made  a  motion  to  see  if  the  District  would  vote  to 

raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  Eleven  Thousand  Dollars 
($11,000.00)  to  repair  the  roof,  of  the  original  building,  at 
Swasey  Central  School.   This  article  was  submitted  by  petition. 
Diane  McCain  seconded  the  motion.   Sid  Gove  gave  a  history  of 
the  roof  problems  and  told  of  three  estimates  ranging  from 
$10,560  to  $31,000.   The  Budget  Coranilttee  had  recommended 
unfavorable  action  because  of  the  discrepancies  of  the  three 
estimated  figures.   There  followed  a  lengthy  discussion 
concerning  rubber  roofs  versus  tar  roofs,  etc.   Jane  Byrne  moved 
the  question,  which  was  duly  seconded  and  was  carried  unanimously.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  ADMINISTRATORS 

WAYNE  F.  GERSEN,  SUPERINTENDENT 

NATHAN  S.  GREENBERG,  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 

In  1986-87,  each  of  the  School  Boards  in  SAU  16  spent  considerable 
time  on  the  development  of  long  range  plans  to  address  the  increasing 
student  population  at  the  elementary  level,  and  the  deficiencies  of  the 
High  School  facility.   In  their  deliberating  each  Board  has  formed  broad 
based  Coirmittees  that  include  citizens,  staff  members,  and 
administrators  in  an  effort  to  ensure  that  proposed  changes  in 
facilities  meet  the  local  needs.   A  brief  description  of  the  planning 
efforts  and  the  resulting  proposals  in  each  community  follows: 

Brentwood 

The  School  Board  and  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  are  submitting 
a  series  of  warrant  articles  to  address  safety  and  maintenance  needs  at 
the  Swasey  School,  and  a  warrant  article  to  authorize  the  Board  to  hire 
an  architect  to  develop  physical  facility  plans  for  consideration  in 
1988-89.   This  architect  will  work  with  the  Board  and  the  Long  Range 
Planning  Committee   generate  alternative  methods  for  adding  on  to  Swasey 
School  to  meet  the  projected  enrollment  increases. 

East  Kingston 

The  School  Board  and  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  are 
recommending  a  $1,400,000  addition  to  the  Andrews  Lane  School.   The 
proposed  addition  will  provide  the  school  district  with  the  necessary 
classroom  space  to  accommodate  projected  long  term  population  growth; 
provide  the  students  and  the  town  with  a  much  needed  multi-purpose  room; 
allow  the  School  Board  to  retire  the  antiquated  Browns  Academy  facility; 
and,  ensure  that  the  school  district  will  meet  the  present  and  proposed 
elementary  school  minimum  standards. 

Exeter 

The  Exeter  School  Board  and  Budget  Committee  approved  an 
elementary  grade  reorganization  plan  that  will  enable  the  administration 
to  reduce  pupil/teacher  ratios  to  22:1  without  requiring  additional 
construction.   Also,  the  School  Board  created  two  advisory  committees  to 
review  the  operation  and  cost  of  the  Region  18  Vocational  Center.   As  a 
result  of  these  Committee's  efforts,  tuition  reform  legislation  has  been 
introduced  that  could  provide  relief  to  all  communities  in  SAU  16. 

Kensington 

After  several  attempts  In  the  past  two  years,  the  School  Board  and 
Building  Coramittee  secured  approval  for  a  building  addition  at  a  special 
school  district  meeting  in  the  Fall.   As  a  result,  the  school  district 
will  construct  a  four  room  addition  on  to  the  present  elementary  school. 
This  addition  will  be  ready  for  student  occupancy  in  September  of  1987. 
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The  School  Board  recently  created  a  community  based  Long  Range 
Facilities  Committee  to  assist  them  in  planning  for  the  district's  long 
range  physical  plant  needs.   The  School  Board  is  concerned  about  the 
present  building  and  site  in  light  of  the  proiected  student  population 
increase.   As  an  initial  step,  the  Board  and  the  Long  Range  Facilities 
Committee  will  investigate  the  purchase  of  a  parcel  of  land  to  build  a 
school  facility  large  enough  to  satisfy  student  enrollment  increases  and 
meet  state  construction  standards. 

Stratham 

The  Stratham  School  Board,  Space  Needs  Committee,  and  Elementary 
School  Building  Committee  are  reconmending  the  construction  of  an 
elementary  school  and  the  purchase  of  a  site  of  land  for  this  new 
school.   The  growth  in  housing  and  the  resultant  increase  in  the  student 
population  requires  a  major  construction  project.   The  specific 
information  on  this  project  will  be  provided  at  several  neighborhood 
coffees  and  at  a  public  hearing. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Cooperative  Study  Committee  has  been  working 
with  Cooperative  Study  Committee  members  from  Greenland,  Rye,  Newington 
and  New  Castle  to  study  the  feasibility  of  forming  a  cooperative  school 
district.   The  Cooperative  Study  Committee  will  present  a  proposal  along 
with  its  recommendations  at  a  Special  School  District  meeting  in  late 
March  or  early  April. 

SAU  16 

In  addition  to  the  projects  and  studies  being  conducted  and 
proposed  by  each  of  the  individual  towns  in  the  SAU,  the  SAU  Board  voted 
to  form  an  AREA  Review  Committee  to  study  the  present  AREA  Agreement  and 
its  impact  on  our  present  secondary  facilities,  particularly  the  High 
School . 

The  actions  and  proposals  that  will  be  put  forth  to  the  voters 
this  year  and  next,  are  a  result  of  the  studies  commissioned  by  the 
School  Boards,  and  developed  with  active  participation  from  community 
members. 

We  urge  you,  to  listen,  study  and  ask  questions  regarding  the 
proposed  plans,  so  that  each  individual  town  can  make  the  necessary 
decisions  and  take  the  appropriate  actions  to  meet  both  the  short  and 
long  term  educational  facility  needs  of  the  children  in  SAU  16.
